Meeting or Nevada Legislature Ex* 
pected to Be Interesting. 
Carson, Nev., Jan. 13.—Many mem­ 
bers of Ihe slate legislature, which 
has been called by Governor Sparks 
to meet in .special session this week 
for the purpose of providing means to 
preserve order at Goldfield, have al­ 
ready arrived. Governor Sparks stated 
that he hoped that the legislature 
would finish its business in two weeks. 
Lieutenant Governor Dickerson said 
that he is in favor of any legislation 
that will promote the interests of the 
state. 
As he has been opposing Gov­ 
ernor Sparks’ policies, this statement 
has produced a better feeling. 
Congressman Bartlett, who is in ac­ 
cord villi Governor Sparks, has ar­ 
rived and will remain throughout the 
session. 
The Goldfield miners’ union and the 
mine owners’ association will be both 
represented by prominent members. 
Governor 
Sparks 
is unwilling to 
outline his message iii advance of its 
transmission to the legi/lature. 
A lively session is looked for. as 
there are many radical labor sympa­ 
thizers among the members, who will 
fight ary measure authorizing the or­ 
ganization of a state militia or a con­ 
stabulary similar to the Pennsylvania 
constabulary force.

TO LEM LD FIELB 


Federal 
Troops Will 
Depart 
From Mining Camp. 


BY 
ORDER 
OF 
ROOSEVELT 


President Convinced There Never Was 
Any Need of United States Soldiers 
Being 
Sent to Goldfield—Plot of 


Mine Owners. 


Washington, 
Jan. 
13.—President 
Roosevelt has determined to withdraw 
the 
fe<l eral 
troops 
from 
Goldfield, 
Nev., shortly alter the legislature be­ 
gins its special session this week. This 
intention was made known at the 
While House when Hie report of the 
special investigating committee was 
made public, together with a letter 
from 
the 
president 
to 
Governor 
Sparks, dated Jan. 4. 
Tile president 
says he shall be governed by the rec­ 
ommendations in the report unless 
the governor can show that tile state­ 
ments of the report are not in ac­ 
cordance with the facts. 
The report 
says! 
‘‘The conditions did not support the 
general allegations in the governor’s 
request for troops, nor were his speci­ 
fic statem ents established to any such 
extent as to justify his use of those 
statements for the purpose of getting 
federal troops.” 
It concludes with this recommanda- 
I Ion; 
“Bul we also most firmly believe 
that upon ihe assembling of the legis­ 
lature, or within a few days there­ 
after, the iroops should be removed, 
regardless of any request for their re­ 
tention that may be made by either 
the legislature or the governor of Ne­ 
vada, it being essential that the state 
of Nevada shall understand this situa­ 
tion completely, shall recognize the 
fact that th?re will, at that date, be 
thrown upon it, and It alone, the 
primary responsibility of keeping or­ 
der, and that recognizing this respon­ 
sibility It may ‘ake such action as is 
the duty of the state, and as will be 
sufficient In the premises.’’ 
In his letter to Governor Spanks, m e 
president says that according to the 
report, 
there 
was 
no 
insurrection 
against the power of the state, nor 
anything to warrant federal interfer­ 
ence, and the effort was plainly an ef­ 
fort by the state of Nevada to secure 
the performance of ordinary police du­ 
ties by the United States. 
So that he 
will act in accordance with the recom­ 
mendation of the commission and or­ 
der the federal troops to leave Gold­ 
field. 
As Ihe operators’ association had in­ 
stigated the call for federal aid, the 
commission on reaching Goldfield al­ 
lowed its counsel to present the opera­ 
tors’ side of the case fully. 
This oc­ 
cupied five days. 
At the end of these 
hearings *he report says: 
“Inasmuch as we were by this time 
satisfied that the mine operators had 
not in any particular established a 
case justifying either the bringing or 
the re elitism of the troops, we did not 
deem it necessary to take any exten­ 
sive evidence on the other side, and 
the hearing was substantially closed 
with a brief formal interview with ttrv 
commission from the miners* union.” 
Reviewing the conditions leading up 
to Hie present strike, and since the 
strike began, Nov. 27, last, the report 
draws this conclusion: 
“The ad io n of the mine operators 
warrants the belief that they had de­ 
termined upon a reduction in wages 
and the refusal of employment 
to 
members of the Western Federation of 
Miners, but that they feared to take 
this course of action unless they had 
the protection of federal troops, and 
that they accordingly laid a plan to 
secure such troops and then put their 
programme into effect.” 
When the troops arrived the mine 
operators Issued a statement in which 
they indicated a reduction in m iners’ 
wages from $5 to $4 a day, also their 
intention not to employ miners who 
belonged to tha union. 
The report 
adds: 
“While the cut and refusal to em­ 
ploy members of the Western Federa­ 
tion of Miners was not announced un­ 
til after the arrival of the troops, 
every indication confirms the belief 
that such action was in contemplation 
before the arrival of the troops, was 
part of the general plan of the mine 
operators 
to 
establish 
their 
inde­ 
pendence of the union, and that the 
eoming of the troops was expected and 
urged by them to make such a plan 
feasible.” 
Conditions at Goldfield, the report 
asserts, did not justify calling for the 
troops. 
The single case of the unlawful use 
of dynamite, which failed to accom­ 
plish any damage, was surrounded by 
such circumstances, the report says, 
as to raise a reasonable doubt as to 
the genuineness of the charge that 
members of the union were responsi­ 
ble. 
The great bulk of the testimony 
of the operators tended to show not 
the existence of past or present disor­ 
ders, but possibility of future dis­ 
turbances if the troops be withdrawn. 
This view was not held by the ma­ 
jority of the classes. 


SEV ERE STORM IN CHICAGO 


Windy City Cut Off From Wire Com­ 
munication With Other Points. 
Chicago, Jan. 13.—Chicago and its 
environs were cut off for several hours 
from wire communication with other I 
points by a snow and wind storm, 
which began before dawn and raged 
without a bleak all day. 
Snow con­ 
tinues to fall. 
A northeast gale drove 
blinding masses of wet «now before it. 
The warmth of the atmosphere caused 
the heavy flakes to melt and stick to 
whatever they touched. 
As a conse­ 
quence overburdened wires and poles 
were put out of commission in all di­ 
rections and wire communication was 
at a standstill for hours. 
Electric oar 
line« to suburbs were blocked arui 
even in Hie downtown quarter trans­ 
portation was slow and uncertain. 
Tile fire f^irni telegraph service of 
Chicago was so much crippled that 
half of the alarms received at ihe cen­ 
tral station could not lie communicat­ 
ed to th? sub-companies without much 
delay aud considerable damage was re­ 
corded. None of ihe fires were serious, 
however. 
Toward evening the system 
was restored and improvement was 
also made in the general telegraph and 
telephone service. 


BLIZZARD IN MICHIGAN. 


Trolley, Train and Telegraph Service 
Seriously Interrupted. 
Detroit, Jan. 13.—Trolley, train and 
telegraph service was seriously inter­ 
rupted by a blizzard that swept a 
large portion of Michigan. 
At Bay 
City eighteen inches of snow was re­ 
ported and all the churches abandoned 
their Sunday evening service because 
of the obstructed roads. 
In the “Thumb" district many miles 
of railroad track are covered by enor­ 
mous drifts that will likely hinder the 
operation of trains for several days.

Washington, Jan. 13.—In a personal 
lei tor, which lie has addressed to the 
president ami vice president, Speaker 
Cannon and all members of congress, 
the justices of tile supreme court, 
members of the president s cabinet 
and the Washington new spaller corre­ 
spondents, Hon. George W. Cook, Re­ 
publican 
eongressnian-at-large 
from 
Colorado, severely arraigns the admin­ 
istration for its course iii prosecuting 
alleged infractions of the public land 
laws in Colorado. 
Congressman Cook 
insists that great injustice has been 
done to a number of Colorado’s most 
honorable, 
upright 
and 
law-abiding 
business men, in that they have been 
unnecessarily 
branded as criminals 
through overzealousness of the gov­ 
ernment In ordering indictments with­ 
out furnishing proper evidence. 
He 
cites 
recent 
decisions 
of 
Federal 
Judge Robert E. Lewis at Denver, in 
which he quashed indictments against 
some thirty citizens, to show that gov­ 
ernment prosecutors were over-active 
in their efforts to punish land frauds. 


NATURAL GAS EXPLOSION. 


Kills One Man and Injures Several 
Other Persons. 
Joplin, Mo., Jan. 13.—An explosion 
of natural gas iii the basement of the 
big Olivia apartment hotel here killed 
Marvin Reynolds, night clerk, serious­ 
ly injured several other persons and 
caused $8,000 damage to property. 
A suite of five rooms occupied by 
John E. Stevens, a wealthy mine own­ 
er, 
and 
his 
wife 
wras 
completely 
wrecked and both occupants were se­ 
verely 
Injured. 
Mrs. 
Stevens 
was 
rescued from a burning pile of wreck­ 
age, severely cut and bruised. 
Her 
hair was burned from her head. 
She 
is in a precarious condition and will 
die. 
O. F. Bandalari, owner of the 
hotel; J. C. Barr and Harry Bishop, 
guests, suffered burns in their efforts 
to rescue Mrs. Stevens. 


Poisoned by Canned Meat. 
Washburn, Wis., Jan. 13.—The eat­ 
ing of canned m eats came near being 
disastrous for the entire family of Gus 
Branstou of this city, and it wras 
thought for a time that some deaths 
would 
occur 
from 
poisoning. 
The 
timely arrival of physicians was all 
that saved the lives of ihe three chil­ 
dren. 
All are now' getting along nice­ 
ly aud it is not thought that any se 
rious results will follow. 


All Bids May Be Rejected. 
Honolulu. Jan. 13.—The award of 
bids for material for the fortification 
af Pearl harbor has been held up tor 
‘he reason that R is believed ihe lewd­ 
est bidder is a dummy fov some Japa­ 
nese contractors. 
It is probable that 
ill bids will be rejected and that the 
Atar department will conduct the work. 


Authorities Take the Sternest Meas­ 
ures to Prevent Disorders—Groups 
on the Streets Dispersed in the 
Most Vigorous Manner. 


Berlin, Jan. 13.—The determination 
of the Socialists to secure direct un! 
versal suffrage, combined with their 
indignation 
against 
Chancellor von 
Buelow’s 
curt 
declaration 
refusing 
their demand, gave rise to an unusual 
scene and a monster popular demon­ 
stration. accompanied by disorders in 
the st reel s of the Prussian capital, in 
which 40,000 organized Socialists par 
ticipated, while 30,000 sympathizers 
from time to time actively joined in 
the manifestations. 
One of the most remarkable fea­ 
tures of lite uprising was the number 
of women who engaged in the demon­ 
strations, ami 
they appeared 
even 
more earnest in their activities than 
tile men. 
The authorities took the 
sternest measures to prevent disor­ 
ders anil the strictest precautions to 
protect Hie assembly and other public 
buildings and Prince von Buelow’s 
residence against the outburst of fury. 
Groups in the streets were dispersed 
in the most vigorous manner and col­ 
lisions between processions of mani- 
testants and the police resulted in the 
injury of a considerable number of the 
demonstrators, but so far as is known 
no fatality occurred in this city. 
The 
police refrained from making arrests, 
except in cases of extreme violence. 
The movement extends throughout. 
Prussia, where the Socialists are ex­ 
ceptionally 
numerous. 
Reports 
re­ 
ceived from other cities, however, do 
noi indicate that the demonstrations 
there were accompanied by violence. 
Socialists Ignored Warning. 
Notwithstanding the police commis­ 
sioner’s warning that repressive meas­ 
ures will be applied, many thousand 
Socialists gathered at the HOO local 
headquarters of the various districts 
of the capital and thence proceeded in 
groups, singing revolutionary songs, 
toward the eight halls iii the city 
where mass meetings had been an­ 
nounced. From IO o’clock in the morn­ 
ing the entire police force had been 
on duty. 
Two hundred men with of­ 
ficers were hidden iii each of the fire 
stations, and large bodies were held 
in reserve at t he polic e «t aliens, while 
public bull lings 
were requisitioned 
also where the polic e forces were also 
quartered to act in any emergency. 
in the gardens and outhouses and 
the landtag, before which Hie demon 
st ration on Friday occurred, heavy 
guards wras stationed. 
Street cars and 
other vehicles were permitted lo drive­ 
in front of the buildings, but no group 
of more than two pedestrians was a’- 
lowed to pass on any pretext. 
Chan 
cellor von Buelow’s palace on UMI 
helmstrasse was entirely cut off by 
cordons of police, as violent manifes­ 
tations against the prince were feared 
while the environs of tile imperial pa1- 
ace, with Hie square in front, were 
closed. 
Squads of police, both on foot 
and mounted, patrolled the central 
thoroughfares. 
The Socialists 
shewed 
great 
de­ 
termination in their attempts to hold 
processions, although the i>olice mack* 
energetic endeavors to prevent this. 
Long before the hour of noon, the time 
fixed to begin the meetings, all the 
hails weie complete’;' packed and the 


police drew up In force around the 
doors to hold ihe crowds In check. 
Those who could not get within the 
buildings were driven into Hie adjoin­ 
ing sheets by squads of police. 
In­ 
side the flails the greatest enthusiasm 
prevailed 
and 
the 
excitement 
in­ 
creased as the speakers denounced the 
name of Hie chancellor. 
Did Not Advise Violence. 
The speakers did not advise vio­ 
lence, but declared that lf violence oc- 
cui red Hie responsibility would fall 
upon tile police and tile privileged 
classes, who refused I lie people their 
rights. 
Resolutions favoring universal suf­ 
frage and a secret ballot were adopted 
by acclamation, after which Hie au­ 
diences streamed Into the streets. The 
pollee immediately attempted to dis 
perse Hie throngs, which showed an 
evident intention to march in proces­ 
sions toward the palace square. 
I ii 
most cases Hie proc essions were soon 
broken up, Hie police displaying the 
utmost energy. 
Two formidable col­ 
umns, however, marched as far as Al 
exander Platz, within a short distance 
of the emperor’s palace, where the po­ 
lice charged ihem, inflicting many In­ 
juries. 
Eventually 
they 
succeeded 
with the greatest difficulty In scatter­ 
ing the demonstrators, who retired, 
hooting and cheering ironically, to­ 
ward Linter den Linden. 
Later some thousands of the demon­ 
strators gathered 
a short 
distance 
from Chancellor von Buelow’s resi­ 


lience and began shouting at the chan­ 
cellor, who had driven toward Fried- 
rirhstras'-te. 
Their attitude became so 
threatening that tile mounted and foot 
police charged them, striking right 
and left with their sabers. 
Scores of 
mnnifestants were knocked down ani 
trampled upon. 
Another serious collision occurred 
at Jungfern bridge, where many suf­ 
fered contusions 
On Miritz platz an 
Immense throng shouted and hooted 
until 
the 
police 
with 
drawn arms 
Forced them into the side s 'reefs.

give a man 240 acres, of good average 
fertility, 
expensively improved, w ith­ 
out interest or taxes, and $4,000 worth 
of ¡H*rsonal proj>erty to work with, 
if 
he hires all the labor he cannot pay 
operating expenses. 
But this is aside from the change of 
our system of relief, and should not be 
mixed with it in our thoughts. Change 
is not always improvement. 
W e may 
“ jum p out of the frying pan into the 
fire.” 
Let us look before we leap. 
I have talked with a n u m b e ro f voters 
on the subject* 
None of them have ap­ 
proved of a change to the “ town sys­ 
te m ” with the present sparse popula­ 
tion of the towns. 
They argue th a t 
with the town system it would be nec­ 
essary for each town, or union of towns 
to erect an«l m aintain an institution for 
the shelter and care of such poor, or 
that the county still maintain the same 
for the reception ami care of all sen t 
from the towns to be paid for by the 
towns. 
In the first case it is clear th a t 
the burden would be very greatly in­ 
creased, and in the second, is there any 
reason why it would he m anaged any 
m »re economically than at present? to 
say nothing of the expense entailed 
from having all the town boards reck­ 
oning time in the discharge of official 
duties. 
It is freely adm itted th a t more 
would get a share (not benefit) of the 
money expended. 
But immensely more 
would have to be expended; and we 
don’t w ant to create additional paupers 
(that is, those living on the taxes) for 
the sake of spending our money, do 
we? 
Relief from 
the ex travagan ce com­ 
plained of lies in the »lection to the 
county board as representatives from 
country districts intelligent business 
farm ers, who have made their living 
by farm ing the land, not by 
farm ing 
the farm ers. 
Bay Lake and all the

PEANUT FARMS IN JERSEY. 


Possibility of N e a r Future as Result 
of E x p e r im e n t s In Montclair. 
Nobel P. Ilandall. physical director 
at the Mmitclalr <N J> Y 
M. C, A., 
has announced the results of an experi­ 
m ent in agriculture which will bo of In­ 
terest to gardeners, both am ateu r ami 
professional, and which indicates that 
the soil of northern New Jersey is 
adapted to tlu* culture of a hitherto 
neglected product, says a M ontclair dis­ 
patch to the N • 
York Herald. 
Last 
June Mr. Randall planted n test patch 
with peanuts, and the results have been 
such th a t he expects even more profit­ 
able returns. 
The peanut kernels were planted In 
sandy »oil, and Mr. Randall gave to 
them the sam e care that Is usually be­ 
stowed on a corn crop. 
When the 
vines began to spread, all cultivation 
was stopped, ami the harvest, while 
not of m arketable abundance, lias re­ 
veal**«! 
the 
fact that the particular 
Montclair soil which Mr. Randall se­ 
lected Is alm ost equal to that of Vir­ 
ginia in producing flue goobers. 
Last 
year Mr. 
Randall planted 
only 
the 
red husk varieties, and the yield is 
much larger than a fte r sim ilar experi­ 
ments in 190«*, when he planted the 
y ello w skinned variety. 
Mr. Randall expeets to devote a lar­ 
ger acreage to peanuts next summer, 
and an effort will also be m ade to In­ 
duce farm ers and truck gardeners iu 
the northern section of New Jersey to 
devote a portion of their tracts to test 
p atches, so that more definite results 
can be obtained. 
The profits in pea­ 
nuts are large, nnd the cultivation and 
harvest require less work than a sim ­ 
ilar acreage of potatoes.

Montclair soil which Mr. Randall se­ 
lected is alm ost equal to that of Vir­ 
ginia in producing tine goobers.

IT MAY CAUSE MUCH TROUBLE 


Water is Under Heavy Pressure 


and 1,000 Gallons a Minute 


is Being Pumped 
Duluth Herald; 
The mining district 
about Deerwood, on the new Cuyuna 
range, is apparently underlaid with a 
subterranean reservoir in which the 
water is under tremendous pressure. 
The Rogers-Brown Mining company, 
of Chicago, which is exploring lands 
on the south side of Rabbit lake, on 
the Cuyuna range, in Crow 
Wing 
county, is having trouble in sinking the 
shaft, which was started during the 
latter part of the summer. 
At seventy* 
thi •ee feet they have encountered a 
great flowing well, necessitating pumps 
being installed, which are now pump­ 
ing as much as 1,000 gallons per min­ 
ute. 
The shaft is now down 77$ feet, 
and progress is slow on account of the 
water. 
The United States Steel company, 
which had an option on an adjoining 
property, attempted to sink a shaft, 
but was forced to abandon it on account 
of quicksand and water. 
Though the Roger-Brown property h 
near Rabbit lake, a lake about two and 
a half miles long and half a mile wide, 
the engineers do not think the water is 
coming directly from that source, for 
their shaft is now at a depth below the 
bottom of the lake, and until recently 
no water to amount to anything had 
been encountered. 
They judge from 
this that if the water was coming from 
the lake they would have encountered 
it sooner. 
During previous explorations a hole 
was drilled in the bottom of the lake 
a little distance from the shore, the 
drill being set up on the ice in the 
winter. 
The work had not gone far 
before an underground reservoir was 
tapped, a good-sized stream of water 
spurting several inches above the top 
of the casing. 
It is some such sub­ 
terranean waterway or reservoir as 
this that the Roger-Brown engineers 
think they have run into. 
The w ater in these reservoirs seems 
to be under a high presure. 
In speak­ 
ing <»f this D. Tripp, engineer and min­ 
ing expert for the Rogers-Brown com­ 
pany said recently: 
“ The water we 
have struck in our shaft is under such 
a pressure that it forces good-sized 
stones to the surface at the bo*tom of 
the shaft and holds them there.” 
The whole region about Deerwood is 
dotted with little lakes, sorru* not moie 
than a quarter of a mile apart, and 
these lakes are supposed to be con­ 
nected by 
underground 
waterways. 
This will probably be a great drawback 
to mining operations in Crow Wing 
county, but the companies who are so 
actively engaged in exploration work 
there now are not discouraged. 
The Junction mine at Bisbee pumped 
27,090 gallons a minute from the 1,000- 
foot level. 
On the Cuyuna range the 
ore lies in few places more than 100 
feet below the surface, 
and 
it is 
reasoned that if the Bisbee mines took 
care of 27,000 gallons per minute at a 
depth of 1,000 feet and over, it ought 
to be a comparatively easy m atter to 
handle even more 
w ater than that 
with only 100 feet to raise it. 
There are mints on the Mesaba which 
are pumping 8,000 gallons per minute 
and over.

IT MAY CAUSE MUCH TROUBLE 


Water is Under Heavy Pressure 


and 1,000 Gallons a Minute 


Is Being Pumped 


Duluth Herald:—The mining district 
about Dcerwood, on the new Cuyuna 
range, is apparently underlaid with a 
subterranean reservoir in which the 
water is under tremendous pressure. 
The Rogers-Brown Mining company, 
of Chicago, which is exploring lands 
on the south side of Rabbit lake, on 
the Cuyuna range, 
in Crow 
Wing 
county, is having trouble in sinking the 
shaft, which was started during the 
latter part of the summer. 
At seventy- 
three feet they have encountered a 
great flowing well, necessitating pumps 
being installed, which are now pump­ 
ing as much as 1,000 gallons per min­ 
ute. 
The shaft is now down 77£ feet, 
and progress is slow on account of the 
water. 
The United States Steel company, 
which had an option on an adjoining 
property, attempted to sink a shaft, 
but was forced to abandon it on account 
of quicksand and water. 
Though the Roger-Brown property 'n 
near Rabbit lake, a lake about two and 
a half miles long and half a mile wide, 
the engineers do not think the w ater is 
coming directly from that source, for 
their shaft is now at a depth below the 
bottom of the lake, and until recently 
no water to amount to anything had 
been encountered. They judge from 
this that if the water was coming from 
the lake they would have encountered 
it sooner. 
During previous explorations a hole 
was drilled in the bottom of the lake 
a little distance from the shore, the 
drill being set up on the ice in the 
winter. 
The work had not gone far 
before an underground reservoir was 
tapped, a good-sized stream of w ater 
spurting several inches above the top 
of the casing. 
It is some such sub­ 
terranean waterway or reservoir as 
this that the Roger-Brown engineers 
think they have run into. 
The w ater in these reservoirs seems 
to. be under a high presure. 
In speak­ 
ing of this D. Tripp, engineer and min­ 
ing expert for the Rogers-Brown com­ 
pany said recently: “The w ater we 
have struck in our shaft is under such 
a pressure that it forces good-sized 
stones to the surface at the bottom of 
the shaft and holds them there." 
The whole region about Deerwood is 
dotted with little lakes, som? not mole 
than a quarter of a mile apart, and 
these lakes are supposed to be con­ 
nected by 
underground 
waterways. 
This will probably be a great drawback 
to mining operations in Crow Wing 
county, but the companies who are so 
actively engaged in exploration work 
there now are not discouraged. 
The Junction mine at Bisbee pumped 
27,000 gallons a minute from the 1,000- 
foot level. 
On the Cuyuna range the 
ore lies in few places more than IOO 
feet below the surface, 
and 
it is 
l-easoned that if the Bisbee mines took 
care of 27,000 gallons per minute at a 
depth of 1,000 feet and over, it ought 
to be a comparatively easy m atter to 
handle even more 
water than that 
with only IOO feet to raise it. 
There are mints on the Mesaba which 
are pumping 3,000 gallons per minute 
and over.
